In tho first annilal report of his third 
lerm. Bocretary of Ap:ricuUure Wilson 
presents an array of figures and state- 
ments rpprQsentmg the products and 
profits of the farmers of the country, 
which ho admi^ "dreams of wealth 
production can hardly equal." . 


Besides 
the 
enormous 
yield 
of 
wealth, the secretary eatimatcB that 
the farms of the country have increas- 
ed in value during the past five years 
to a present aggregate of $6,133,000,- 
000. 


Analyzing the principal crops for the 
year, the secretary says 
that 
corn 
reached its highest production with 
2.708,000,000 bushels, a gain of 42,000,- 
000 over the next lowest year, 1899; 
hay is second In order of value, al- 
though cotton held second place dur- 
ing the two preceding years. The hay 
crop this year is valued at $605.000,- 
000. Cotton comes third, with a valu- 
ation of $575,000,000; wheat. $525.000.- 
0000; 
oats, 
$282.000,000; 
potatoes, 
$138.000,000; 
barley. $58,000,000; to- 
bacco, $52,000.000; sugar cane and su- 
gar beets, $50,000.000; rice. $13.892,- 
000; dairy products. $665.000.000, an 
increase of $54,000,000 over last year. 


"The farmer's hen," the secretary 
says, "is becoming a worthy compan- 
ion to his cow. The annual production 
of egiis is now a score of billions. Poul- 
try products have climbed to a place 
of' more than a half billion dollars in 
value, so the farmer's hen competes 
with wheat for precedence." 


There are more horses, and with a 
larger. ¿aggregate value than ever be- 
fore. notwithstanding, as the secretary 
gays, they were first threatened by the 
bicycle and later by the suburban trol- 
ley and the automobile.

With this enormous production, the 
secretary says, the wants of 83,000.000 
people have been supplied, with a re- 
maining surplus constituting a gener- 
ous contribution to other nations. The 
eKported farm products during the fis-

stock valued at $700,000 and put a 
check of the Central National bank tot 
$700,000 In its place. 
Mr. Banta said 
he helped to open the vaults at the or- 
der of Mr. Randolph and that he sup- 
posed Mr. Randolph acted for the fl» 
nanc^ committee. The stock was kept 
out for a few days and was then re- 
lumed and the check withdrawn. The 
transaction was not recorded on tho 
books of the -fcompany so fat as Mn 
Banta knew. 
The effect of the opera- 
tion would be that any one having 
that stock would have $700,000 worth 
of taxable property at the end of the 
year. 
Mr. BanU did not know who 
received the stock. 
Mr. Randolph is 
expected to explain. 


George W. Perkins, vice president

Washington* Nev. 27.—‘‘Wealth pro­ 
duction on the farms of the United 
Btatcs in inOB rejirhed the highest 
annoimt ever attained In this or any 
other country—$6»41o*000,000." 
In tJho first anniial report of his third 
lerm, Bocretary of Agriculture Wllsoa 
presents an array of figures and state- 
oaentu rpprQaentmg the products and 
profits of th© farmers of the country, 
which ho admi^ “dreams of wealth 
production can hardly equal,** . 
Besides 
tlie 
enormous 
yield 
of 
wealth, the secretary estimateR that 
the farms of the country have increas­ 
ed in value during the past five years 
to a present aggregate of $6,133.000,- 
000. 
Analyzing the principal crops for the 
year, the secretary says that corn 
reached its highest production with 
2.708,000,000 bushels, a gain of 42,000,- 
000 over tho next lowest year, 1899; 
hay ts second In order of value, al­ 
though cotton held second place dur­ 
ing the two preceding years. The hay 
crop this year is valued at $605,000,- 
000. Cotton comes third, with a valu­ 
ation of $575,000,000; wheat, $525.000,- 
0000; 
oats, 
$282,000,000; 
potatoes, 
$138.000.000; 
barlej% $58.000,000; to­ 
bacco. $52,000.000; sugar cane and su­ 
gar beets, $50,000,000; rico, $13.892,- 
000; dairy products. $665.000.000, an 
increase of $54,000,000 over last year. 
''The farmer’s hen,** the secretary 
says, "is becoming a worthy compan­ 
ion to his cow. The annual production 
of eggs is now a score of billions. Poul­ 
try products have climbed to a place 
of more tJinn a half billion dollars in 
value, so th^ farmer’s hen competes 
with wheat for precedence.** 
There are more horses, and with a 
lar^^r. ¿^g^regate value than ever be­ 
fore, notwithstanding, as the secretary 
says, they were first threatened by the 
bicycle and later by the suburban trol­ 
ley and the automobile. He estimates 
their value at $1,200,000,000, or nearly 
as much as the com crop, and the 
value of mules at $252,000,000. 
Although milch cows are increasing 
in number and value, the report states 
that other cattle and sheep have for 
several years been decreasing. Thera 
are 17.570.000 milch cows, valued at 
$482,000,000. Other cattle are numbered 
at 43,609,000, with a value of $662,- 
000,000. Swine number 47,321,000, val­ 
ued at $283,255.000. In the a«rarregate, 
the value of farm animals has increas-. 
ed a few million dollars within the 
year, and since the census of 1900 have 
increased 9 per cent. 
With this enormous production, the 
secretary says, the wants of 83.000,000 
people hAve been supplied, with a re­ 
maining surplus constituting a gener­ 
ous contribution to other nations. The 
exported farm products durin* the fis­ 
cal year iiiding June 30, 1905, had a 
value of $827,000,000.

SUGAR FROM WATERMELONS. 


Simple Process Said to Be a Lucrative 


Vocation. 


Having heard it rumored that sugar 
was made from watermelons in York 
county. Virginia, the Yorktown corre- 
spondent of the Richmond Times-Dem- 
ocrat made inquiry into the industry. 


"The operations seem to be quite 
almple," he writes, "involving 
little 
aklll and only a fair amount of horse 
sense. 
As a rule, the ripest, sound- 
est and best melons are selected for 
this 


purpose, and are reduced by a very 
simple method. The prime necessities 
are a large caldron—the larger the 
better—and a slow 
but steady fire. 
Before Igniting tho furnace the ket- 
tle is filled with fruit, special care be- 
ing taken to save all the juice, so as 
nots to require the addition of water 
to start the boil. 
Right nere is wuere 
the radical difference takes place. Some 
folks u&e the entire melon, properly 
chopped up; some use the nulp only, 
and others nothing but tihe rind. 
A 
gentle fire eoon heats tho contents of 
the pot to a boiling point, which is kept 
up until the syrup is gradually pro- 
duced. 
The longer It is cooked the 
thicker» heavier and darker will the 
result be. 


"It takes an enormous quantity of 
melons to produce even a very ordin- 
ary amount of syrup, and when stewed 
thick the ratio used is increased per- 
ceptibly. 


"Just as with other syrups. It is very 
persistently skimmed, the frothy por- 
tion being either thrown away or given 
to the hogs, who are very fond of it. 
When cooked thoroughly tho syrup is 
differently colored, as the selection of 
the stock may be 
very 
light, like 
honey, when the whole fruit is selected, 
and dark, (a rich amber) and decided- 
ly the best when tihe pulp alone is 
used. 


''The taste is very rich and soft, free 
from any foreign taint like maple sy- 
rup, and leaves a delightful flavor in 
the mouth after tasting. 
While tiie 
syrup only is usually produced, it is 
conceded by all v/ho havo tried the ex- 
periment 
that the renaering of the 
sugar is a very simple and easy mat- 
ter, continued boiling and evaporation 
only being necessar}'. 
Taken as a ser- 
ious business proposition, the produc- 
tion of sugar from watermelons is con- 
sidered a lucrative vocation."

Simple Process Said to Be a Lucrative 
Vocation. 
Having heard it rumored that sugar 
was made from watermelons in York 
county, Virginia, the Yorktown corre­ 
spondent of the Richmond Tlmes-Dem- 
ocrat made inquiry into the industry. 
“The operations seem to be quite 
simple," he writes, “involving 
little 
skill and only a fair amount of horse 
sense. 
As a rule, the ripest, sound­ 
est and best melons are selected for 
this purpose, and are reduced by a very 
simple method. The prime necessities 
are a large caldron—the larger the 
better—and a slow 
but 
steady lire. 
Before igniting tho furnace the ket­ 
tle is filled with fruit, special care be­ 
ing taken to save all the juice, so as 
not) to require the addition of water 
to start the boil. 
Right nere is where 
the radical difference takes place. Some 
folks use the entire melon, properly 
chopped up; some use the pulp only, 
and others nothing but tihe rind. 
A 
gentle fire soon heats tho contents of 
the pot to a boiling point, which is kept 
up until the syrup is gradually pro­ 
duced. 
The longer it is cooked the 
thicker, heavier and darker will tho 
result be. 
“It takes an enormous quantity of 
melons to produce even a very ordin­ 
ary amount of syrup, and when stewed 
thick the ratio used is increased per­ 
ceptibly. 
‘'Just as with other syrups, it is very 
persistently skimmed, the frothy por­ 
tion being either thrown away or given 
to the hogs, who are very fond of it. 
When cooked thoroughly tho syrup is 
differently colored, as the selection of 
the stock may be 
very 
light, like 
honey, when the whole fruit is selected, 
and dark, (a rich amber) and decided­ 
ly the best when tjhe pulp alone is 
used. 
^‘The taste is very rich and soft, free 
from any foreign taint like maple sy­ 
rup, and leaves a delightful flavor in 
the mouth after tasting. 
While tiie 
syrup only is usually produced, it is 
conceded by all v/ho havo tried the ex­ 
periment that the renuerlng of tho 
sugar is a very simple and easy mat­ 
ter, continued boiling and evaporation 
only being necessary. 
Taken as a ser­ 
ious business proposition, the produc­ 
tion of sugar from watermelons is con­ 
sidered a lucrative vocation,"

discourage any 
laudable ambition, but it is sad indeed 
to hear any girl lament the alleged 
narrowness of farm life and express a 
desire for the presumed advanta»ges of 
city or town and a determination to 
seek employment there. 
Where one 
girl has left the farm to better her 
condition has succeeded, scores have 
failed, and many without sufficient for- 
titude to return to the farm home and 
begin where they left off have drifted 
to ruin. 
If the home of the farmer 
girl is a happy cheerful one, she is 
needed there to keep it so. 
If it is a 
cheerless unhappy place her duty is to 
make a model home, to rise superior 
to her surroundings and with tbe sub- 
lime heroism peculiar and singular to 
her sex, by calm, steady and determin- 
ed persistency transform It into a place 
of rest, comfort and pea/ce. Farm life 
is not narrow; neither need our lives 
be narrow on the farm. 
In no other 
place in all this world does nature deal 
out her glories with so lavish a hand, 
and in no other place are the evils of 
life so completely excluded. 
During 
the long winter evenings, between the 
lids of books or magazines the noted 
writer, the scientist or the eloquent 
preacher can be met ^nd heard and 
from the pages of newspapers can be 
gathered the news of the entire worl'd. 
The petty frivolities 
that 
mar the 
beauty of so many lives are not there 
but in their place are unequalled op- 
portunities for study and for self puri- 
iication and 
ennoblement by 
com- 
munion with the truest and noblest 
minds of the ds^. 
hot the farmer girl 
cling to her home and drive away her 
discontent with plans for brightening 
and beautifying it and then put her 
plans into action. 
However distasteful 
It may be, there is no duty that can- 
not be made a pleasure if one choses to 
make it so, and the farmer girl is no 
exception to the rule. 
If she will be- 
come interested in everything around 
her she will inspire others with in- 
terest; If she will look for beauty she 
will see It all around her, and If she 
will work for happiness she will find 
it in her farm home as nowhere else

J. E. Markel. who has just obtained 
the contract to feed tho workmen on 
the Panama Canal» began the business 
of feeding people nearly fifty years ago 
when» as a boy, ho took a contract to 
feed workmen on a big 
fiatboat 
be- 
tween St. Louis and New Orleans, on 
the Mississippi, 
writes the 
Omaha 
(Neb.) correspondent of the Now York 
Sun. 
He -was raised on a farm near 
Mark Twain's place in caiitern Mis- 
souri. and after his experience on tho 
fiatboat 
ho settled down in St. Louis 
to becomo a baker. 


Next he drifted to the West, and in 
3S72 began 
operating eating 
houses 
along the Union Pacific, with which 
road he continued for thirty years. 
In 
addition to his Panama interests, IMr. 
Markel at present operates tho boarding 
and eating houses along the lines of th^i 
Cincinnati. Hamilton and Dayton, the 
Illinois Central, the Denver and Rio 
Grande, the Hock Island, tho Kansas 
City Southern, the Denver and North- 
western and the new Moffatt railroads, 
and manages a number of big hotels in 
Western cities. 


His 
groat 
experience 
in 
feeding 
crowds placed him in a position to bid 
intelligently for the Panama contract. 
Regarding the contract and his plans, 
Mr. Markel says; 


^'The contract is not a $r)0,000,000 one 
to feed any 50,000 men. as the news- 
papers have reported. 
I don't believe 
there will over be more laan 20.000 
men employed at any one time. 
The 
contract runs for five years. 


"I was first invited last March to go 
to the Isthmus by Mr. Wallace, and I 
was studying the conditions when ho 
left. 
I kept watch of things and con- 
tinned my investigations until I found 
out just what was wanted. 


"I spent a whole month down ther'', 
and when I finished I knew what was 
necessary and knew just Avhat I was 
bidding on. 
The result was that I got 
the contract. 


"What the commission wanted and 
what I am going to furnish is a sys- 
tem of substantial meals at reasonable 
prices, so that the employes on the 
canal can afford to buy them and will 
be In condition to return the commis- 
sion in labor the worth of their wages. 


"For Instance, the Jamaica negroes, 
now about 4,000 employed on the canal 
are scattered along in camps from one 
to two miles apart, there being thirtjj^ 
camps along the forty-seven miles of 
canal. 
These camps have from 200 to 
300 negroes each. 


'The houses arc built especially for 
the purpose and are thoroughly sani- 
tary. 
There are strict rules for keep- 
ing them clean. 
Tho negroes have to 
have everything cleaned up by a cer- 
tain hour each morning.

PROBLEMS OF LAW. 


Cases With Which 
English 
Judges 
and Lawyers Have Struggled. 


IIundrod.s of years 
of test 
cas^s 
havo not yet elucidatod all the pos- 
sible points of difficulty in the Eugll^h 
law. 


Here is a remarkable problem with 
which the Blackburn lawyers have just 
boon confronted. 
An English gent Io- 
nian had twin sons who were Ixirn 
within a few minutes of oach othor. 
lie mado a will that his property in 
Australia should go to whichever of 
tho two sons arrived at the age of ::i 
first. 


The younger of the two emigratod 
to Australia, while the othor one n ^ 
niained in England, and tho former 
was still in the antipodes at tho tinio 
of his coming of age. 
Now 
Aus- 
tralia time is some time in advance 
of Greenwich, 
and, 
therefore, 
the 
young man out there was 21 before 
his elder brother at home. 
Which 
of these two brothers is legally en- 
titled to the property? 
The question 
has not yet been decided^, and in tho 
moan time readers may exercise tht'ir 
own acumen upon it. 


Are eggs eggs, or are only hi»ns' 
oggs eggs? 
This may seem a ridicul- 
ous question, but nice shades of m<»an 
ing are involved, and a case which 
turned upon it went through two or 
three courts of law, 
A lady sent an 
order fo. u dozen eggs to a dairyman 
and he sent her ducks' oggs. She si*nt 
them back as not being what she or- 
dered, but he refused to take thom. 
She, in turn, declined to keep thorn, 
and some time elapsing between t h d r 
journeys from the house to the sliop, 
the oggs went bad, and eventually the 
shopkeeper sued the lady for Is.

eggs, hens' eggs were meant, and if 
any other contention were admitlod 
any kind of eggs might be sent, such 
as plegeons', canaries' or even rattle- 
snakes', 
Ducks' eggs, it was decided, 
were not eggs in the ordinary mean- 
ing of the term. 


Are the grandchildren of a man al- 
so hjs children? 
In the legal sense 
this question is not so absurd as It 
looks, and some time ago it was most 
seriously and laboriously contonded In 
the courts that according to. act of 
parliament they were. 


The particular act in question, pass- 
ed in the reign of the late Queen Vic- 
toria, laid it down that "tho father 
and the grandfather, the mother and 
the grandmother, and the children of 
any poor person being of sufficient 
ability, shall relieve and maintain any 
such poor person." 


The argument was that, acccjrdlng 
to the context, grandchildren wi re to 
be reckoned as children for this pur- 
pose, just as grandparents were reck- 
oned as parents.

home the very joys of life are dashed 
aside and the children look hopefully 
into the dim future 
with 
distorted 
vision and imagine they see in the 
great world away from their home, 
only honor, success and haj)plncss. It 
would be wrong 
to 
discourage any 
laudable ambition, but it Is sad indeed 
to hear any girl lament the alleged 
narrowness of farm life and express a 
desire for the presumed advantages of 
city or town and a determination to 
seek employment there. 
Where one 
girl has left the farm to better her 
condition has succeeded, scores have 
failed, and many without sufficient for­ 
titude to return to the farm home and 
begin where they left off have drifted 
to ruin. 
If the home of the farmer 
girl is a happy cheerful one, she is 
needed there to keep it so. 
If It is a 
cheerless unhappy place her duty is to 
make a model home, to rise superior 
to her surroundings and with the sub­ 
lime heroism peculiar and singular to 
her sex. by calm, steady and determin­ 
ed persistency transform It into a place 
of rest, comfort and pea/ce. Farm life 
is not narrow; neither need our lives 
be narrow on the farm. 
In no other 
place in all this world does nature deal 
out her glories with so lavish a hand, 
and in no other place are the evils of 
life so completely excluded. 
During 
the long winter evenings, between the 
lids of books or magazines the noted 
writer, the scientist or the eloquent 
preacher can be met ^nd heard and 
from the pages of newspapers can be 
gathered the news of the entire world. 
The petty frivolities 
that 
mar the 
beauty of so many lives are not there 
but In their place are unequalled op­ 
portunities for study and for self puri­ 
fication and 
ennoblement by 
com­ 
munion with the truest and noblest 
minds of the da,y. Let the farmer girl 
cling to her home and drive away her 
discontent with plans for brightening 
and beautifying it and then put her 
plans into action. However distasteful 
it may be, there is no duty that can­ 
not be made a pleasure It one choses to 
make It so, and the farmer girl is no 
exception to the rule. If she will be­ 
come interested in everything around 
her she will inspire others with in­ 
terest; if she will look for beauty she 
will see it all around her, and if she 
will work for happiness she will find 
it in her farm home as nowhere else 
on earth.—Agricultural Epitonisu

0000 Men at a Time— Board 
Will

J. E. Markel, who has just obtained 
the contract to feed the workmen on 
the Panama Canal, began the business 
of feeding people nearly fifty years ago 
when, as a boy, ho took a contract to 
feed workmen on a big fiatboat be­ 
tween St. Louis and New Orleans, on 
the Mississippi, 
writes the 
Omaha 
(Neb.) correspondent of the New York 
Sun, 
He was raised on a farm near 
Mark Twain's place in eastern Mis­ 
souri, and after his experience on tho 
fiatboat he settled down in St. Louis 
to becomo a baker. 
Next he drifted to the West, and in 
1S72 began operating eating houses 
along the Union Pacific, with which 
road he continued for thirty years. In 
addition to his Panama interests, ^Ir. 
Markel at present operates tho boarding 
and eating houses along the lines of the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton, the 
Illinois Central, the Denver and Rio 
Grande, the Rock Island, tho Kansas 
City Southern, the Denver and North­ 
western and the new Moftatt railroads, 
and manages a number of big hotels in 
Western cities. 
His 
groat 
experience 
in 
feeding 
crowds placed him in a position to bid 
intelligently for the Panama contract. 
Regarding the contract and his plans, 
Mr. Markel says: 
“The contract is not a $r)0.000.000 one 
to feed any 50,000 men, as the news­ 
papers have reported. 
I don’t believe 
there will ever be more laan 20,000 
men employed at any one time. 
The 
contract runs for five years. 
“I was first invited last March to go 
to the Isthmus by Mr. Wallace, and I 
was studying the conditions when he 
left. 
I kept watch of things and con­ 
tinued my investigations until I found 
out just what was wanted. 
“I spent a whole month down ther'^. 
and when I finished I knew what was 
necessary and knew just what I was 
bidding on. The result was that I got 
the contract. 
“What the commission wanted and 
what I am going to furnish is a sys­ 
tem of substantial meals at reasonable 
prices, so that the employes on the 
canal can afford to buy them and will 
be in condition to return the commis­ 
sion in labor the worth of their wages. 
*‘For instance, the Jamaica negroes, 
now about 4,000 employed on the canal 
are scattered along in camps from one 
to two miles apart, there being thirtjj^ 
camps along the forty-seven miles of 
canal. These camps have from 200 to 
300 negroes each. 
“The houses arc built especially for 
the purpose and are thoroughly sani­ 
tary. There are strict rules for keep­ 
ing them clean. Tho negroes have to 
have everything cleaned up by a cer­ 
tain hour each morning.

Tho commission ships my stuff for me 
on refrigerator steamers at a rate that 
just covers tho actual cost; it gives me 
cold storage rooms at Colon also at 
cost or Just a little above cost. 
“Practically everything will have to 
be shipped. There is absolutely noth­ 
ing that can bo bought on the Isthiuus 
The natives are too worthless and lazy 
to raise anything. 
As fine fish as I 
ever saw can bo caught on tho Isthmus, 
but tho natives never catch enough to 
amount to anything. 
"But I believe that the work of sani* 
tation which is now going on and the 
fact that the natives will have to keep 
themselves and their houses clean and 
do things differently will indiice them 
to do some work on tho canal when we 
got substantial food to them and en­ 
able them to do hard work. 
“As it is now their sugar cane and 
banana diet makes it impossible for 
them to stand moro than one day’s 
hard work; and that gives them a dol- 
lar or so and enables them to buy rum 
and everything they need under prP5<- 
ent conditions for several days. 
So 
they are not much good now, but I be­ 
lieve within tho next two years our 
system of I'eedlng these people will 
make workmen out of great numb«Ts 
of them. 
“This is a big contract, but excopt 
for a differem»o in climate there is no 
difiVrence other than size between it 
and the largo railroad contracts I have 
been handling for many yeavs.”

Cases With Which 
English 
Judges 
and Lawyers Have Struggled. 
Hundreds of years 
of test 
casos 
have not yet elucidated all the 
j h >s 
- 
sible points of difilculty in the English 
law. 
Hero is a remarkable problem with 
which the Blackburn lawyers have just 
been confrontedw 
An English gentío- 
man had twin sons who were b<irn 
within a few minutes of each other 
He made a will that his property in 
Australia should go to whichever of 
the two sons arrived at the age of 21 
first. 
The younger of the two emigrated 
to Australia, while the other ono n>- 
mained in England, and the former 
was still in the antipodes at the time 
of his coming of age. 
Now 
Aus* 
tralia time Is some time in advance 
of Greenwich, 
and, 
thereTore, 
the 
young man out there was 21 before 
his elder brother at home. 
Which 
of these two brothers is legally en­ 
titled to the property? 
The question 
has not yet been decided', and in tho 
moan time readers may exercise their 
own acumen upon it. 
Are eggs eggs, or are only h**ns* 
Gggs eggs? 
This may seem a ridicul­ 
ous question, but nice shades of m<*an- 
ing are involved, and a case which 
turned upon it went through two or 
three courts of law. 
A lady sent an 
order fo. a dozen eggs to a dairyman 
and he sent her ducks’ eggs. She ««»nt 
them back as not being what she or­ 
dered, but he refused to take thom. 
She, in turn, declined to keep thnm, 
and some time elapsing between their 
journeys from the house to the shop, 
the eggs went bad, and eventually the 
shopkeeper sued the lady for Is. Od., 
their value. 
The county court judge ordered her 
to pay, declaring that 
ducks’ 
*»Rgs 
were as much eggs as any others; but 
the woman 
appealed, 
and 
King's 
Bench reversed the decision on tho 
ground that when a 
party 
ordt*rt*d 
eggs, hens’ eggs were meant, and If 
any other contention were admitted 
any kind of eggs might be sent, such 
as piegeons’, canaries’ or even rattle­ 
snakes’. Ducks’ eggs, it was decided, 
were not eggs in the ordinary mean­ 
ing of the term. 
Are the grandchildren of a man al­ 
so his children? 
In the legal sense 
this question is not so absurd as It 
looks, and some time ago It was most 
seriously and laboriously contended in 
the courts that according to, act of 
parliament they were. 
The particular act in question, pass­ 
ed in the reign of the late Queen Vic­ 
toria, laid it down that “the father 
and the grandfather, the mother and 
the grandmother, and the children of 
any poor person being of sufticient 
ability, shall relieve and maintain any 
such poor person/' 
The argument was that, acc(jrding 
to the context, grandchildren wi re to 
be reckoned as children for this pur­ 
pose, just as grandparents were reck­ 
oned as parents. 
On the other bide 
was argued that if grandchildren 
were children, 
then 
grejit-grandi hll* 
dren were children also ,and that a 
man might in this way be called upon 
to supix)rt his father and mothv*r, his 
four grandparents, his 
eight 
great- 
grandparents and as many grandchil­ 
dren and great-grandchildren as 
he 
might be lucky or unlucky enough to 
possess.

Encouraging the Birds. 


Any one who has watched a pair of 
robins or catbirds in nesting time can- 
not fail to be Impressed by the quan- 
tities of insects which they catch and 
carry to the young birds,' who are vo- 
racious feeders, and like Oliver Twist, 
are always ready for more. 
Without 
Intention on their part they are doing 
good service to the farmer. 


On our place everything is done to 
encourage the birds on account of their 
value in destroying insects, and also 
because we like to see them 
flying 
about among the trees and enjoy their 
cheerful songs. Nest boxes are put up 
and pans of drinking water provided, 
while a large Downing mulberry fur- 
nishes fruit for hundreds of birds who 
make their nests In the 
trees 
and 
shrubs, on the vines of the 
veranda, 
and sometimes on the window sills. 
As 
they are never molested or frightened 
they have become very tame and show 
little fear, even allowing us to gather 
mulberries 
without being 
disturbed, 
merely flying away a few feet and con- 
tinuing to eat as before. Catbirds al- 
low us to approach 
near 
to 
the 
branches on which they are 
sitting, 
while the wrens and chipping birds are 
even bolder. A young bird having fal- 
len from the nest I picked it up, when 
presently the mother bird came with 
a worm and fed it as I hela it in my 
hand. 


In winter several kinds of wood- 
peckers, snow birds and bluejays come 
dally for scattered bread crumbs and 
suet fastened to the veranda rails and 
nearby trees. 


As we raise considerable fruit some 
may wish to know if the birds trouble 
it. I am sorry to say that they are not 
content with the free feast on 
the 
mulberry tree but take the cherries as 
their right, eat the finest strawberries 
and sometimes strip the peas. Rasp- 
berries are an especial feast for them 
and they sit on the branches and eac 
the choicest pears. 
However, we do 
not blame the birds as they are good 
Judges of fruit, and do not know any- 
thing aboftt the rights of property, 
fío 
we use netting and paper bags to some 
extent, and of fruit that cannot be 
covered, if there is enough for both, 
we take what Is left.—(Mrs.) Egbert N. 
Moore, in The Tribune Farmer.

E n c o u ra g in g th e B irds. 
Any one who has watched a pair of 
robins or catbirds in nesting time can­ 
not fail to be impressed by the quan­ 
tities of insects which they catch and 
carry to the young birds,* who are vo­ 
racious feeders, and like Oliver Twist, 
are always ready for more. 
Without 
intention on their part they are doing 
good service to the farmer. 
On our place everything is done to 
encourage the birds on account of their 
value in destroying insects, and also 
because we like to see them flying 
about among the trees and enjoy their 
cheerful songs. Nest boxes are put up 
and pans of drinking water provided, 
while a large Downing mulberry fur­ 
nishes fruit for hundreds of birds who 
make their nests in the 
trees 
and 
shrubs, on the vines of the 
veranda, 
and sometimes on the w’indow sills. 
As 
they are never molested or frightened 
they have become very tame and show 
little fear, even allowing us to gather 
mulberries 
without being disturbed, 
merely flying away a few feet and con­ 
tinuing to eat as before. 
Catbirds al­ 
low us to approach 
near 
to 
the 
branches on which they are 
sitting, 
while the wrens and chipping birds are 
even bolder. A young bird having fal­ 
len from the nest I picked it up, w^hen 
presently the mother bird came w’irh 
a worm and fed it as I heki it in my 
hand. 
In winter several kinds of wood­ 
peckers, snow birds and bluejays come 
dally for scattered bread crumbs and 
suet fastened to the veranda rails and 
nearby trees. 
As we raise considerable fruit some 
may wish to know if the birds trouble 
it. 
I am Borry to say that they are not 
content with the free feast on the 
mulberry tree but take the cherries a.*3 
their right, eat the finest strawberries 
and sometimes strip the peas. Rasp­ 
berries are an especial feast for them 
and they sit on the branches and eat 
the choicest pears. 
However, we do 
not blame the birds as they are good 
Judges of fruit, and do not know any­ 
thing abodt the rights of property. 
So 
we use netting and paper bags to some 
extent, and of fruit that cannot be 
covered, if there Is enough for both, 
we take what is left.— (Mrs.) Egbert N, 
Moore, In The Tribune Farmer.

Jrdvice on How to Sleep »\ 
By Dr. J. Madison Taylor. 


URING childhood and exhaustive states too 
much 
sleep 
is rarely possible. 
For those in full tide of vigor too much 
sleep is often distinctly hurtful. 
The action of narcotics presents none of the character­ 
istics of normal sleep except the* temporary arrest of con­ 
sciousness; hence narcosis is not true sleep. 
The best position to assume in sleep to invite the least 
disturbance of the functions of the great organs is on the 
abdomen or nearly so. 
Many obscure forms of digestive or circulatory disorders may have been 
initiated in infancy through lying too long upon the back. 
To secure the most perfect repose the temperature of all parts should 
be equalized before retiring. 
Cold feet induce delay in securing sleep, and 
it is then shallow when attained. 
It is most unwise to overfill the stomach before retiring; this disturbs 
sleep almost as much as hunger, but moderate eating before sleeping is not 
hurtful, and is often salutary. 
Body clothing at night should be loose, not dense, permitting the ready 
passage of air, never of wool next to the skin. 
Bed clothing should not be too close of texturQ, blankets being prefer­ 
able to dense “comfortables** and not “tucked in*' too closely. Air should be 
allowed to pass occasionally under the sides, at least as one turns about more 
or less freely. 
Early rising is a salutary custom, especially when the day comes early, 
not otherwise. 
More sleep is required in winter than in summer. The best sleep is had 
during the hours of darkness. 
The sleeping room should be cool, abundant air being always admitted. 
This should not be interpreted ^o mean that the room may safely remain in­ 
tensely cold. 
In the modern treatment of tuberculosis fresh air is recognized to be im­ 
peratively needed all day and all night. 
Artificial heat can, and should, be 
supplied along with the fresh air, till the temperature of the room be at or 
near 50 or 55 degrees Fahrenheit, for some even GO degrees Fahrenheit.—
